The Citizens' Coramlttco of Ono Hundred
appointed a committeo yostorday to ascertain
whether the publishers of a circular declaring
tho Fassaio water used for drinking by Jersey
City unfit for uso, and tho publishers of
newspapers which also havo assorted that tho
water is unfit for uso. wore not guilty of libel.
The was instructed to lay tho
matter before tho Grand Jury and secure tho
lndictmont for criminal llbol of all persons In
anyway connocted with tho publications. Tho
mooting of tho Committee of Ono Hundred wns
attended by twenty members. Among them
were Dr. Quimby, Cdwnrd
MoLnuchlln, and Max Sallneor. William Clark
presldod. The wator question was tho only
thing talked about. Jacob IUngle donouncod
the newspapers for toiling how lllthr tho water
Is, and said the reports printed damaged prop-
erty. G. W. Clerihew, a wealthy morchant. said
that every paper that snid l'assalo wator was
bad was liable to Indictment for libel. Dr.
Quimby said a largo sum had been offcrod him
to advocate a now water supply, but his con-
science wouldn't lot him do It hen ho was
away during tho summer, tho Doctor suid. so
many people told him about l'ossaio water's
lllthlness that he became disgusted nnd lost
his Christian spirit.

"I actually asserted," ho said, that the
water agitation wns got up by a few damned
infernal cutthroata"
